“The Ottawa Spotlight” 


(Weekly Review of National Affaire) 


The War Supply Board, under the 
hairmanship of Mr Wallace Campbell, 
which has the duty of making all pur- 
chase of all equipment and supplies 


needed in Canada’s war effort, has is- 
sued a statement of all contracts which 
it has made from November Ist last 
year to March ‘st. During’ the four 
months contracts total over 100 million 
dollars, while purchases made by the 
Defence Purchasing Board which pre- 
ceded the War Supply Board amounted 
to 42 millions. The contracts cover 
purchases of every sort of material 
for the active service forces from 
small consignments of nails to aircraft 
and vessels. Orders have been placed 
in 12 Canadian shipyards for the con- 
struction of anti-submarine patrol ves- 
sels with a total value of over 37 mil- 
lion dollars, Over 9 million dollars will 
be paid for the construction of mine- 
eweepers now being built in British 
Columbian shipyards. Contracts for 
aircraft, appearing in the report, reach 
a total of over ten million dollars, 
while in addition requisitions have 
been placed with the British Air Min- 
istry for planes which according to 
agreement the British government de- 
livers free of charge for the Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan. The pro- 
gress being made in this cooperative 
scheme to swell the ranks of the air 
fleet on the battle front is also shown 
by a number of contracts for the con- 
struction of hangars and other build- 
ings on sites for the air schools, Food 
and clothing material for soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen, and equipment and sup 
plies of all kinds for the fighting ser- 
vices, all eppear in contracts listed by 
the Supply Board, A further order has 
been placed for 7,302 motor vehicles to 
be used by the First and Second Divis- 
fons and auxiliary forces, Thia order 
divided eqcally between the Ford Com: 
pany of Windsor and Genera! Motors 
of Oshawa will reach a total of over 
nine million dollars. 

After the noise of the election battle 
has died away, certain domestic issues 
rhich have played little or no part in 
the contest will again appear. Among 
these is the Sirois report on Dominion 
Provincial Relations which is complet: 
ed but not yet placed before the gov 
ernment and parliament. Mr Lapointe 
says it will be issued soon after the 
wote is cast. He claims that with pro- 
vincial leaders Uke Godbout the diffi- 
culties between the provinses and the 
Nominion which it was the duty of the 
Commissjop to investigate fully and 


made recommend remedies, there will 
be no difficulty in ironing out ditfer- 
ences of opinion and cocming to an 
agreement. But matters of the kind lie 
at this moment in the lap of th efates. 
Another question is the St. Lawrence 
Waterway project, of which something 
was heard during the election from 
candidates in the province of Quebec. 
Whatever may be teh fortune of the 
negotiations, now lying dormant. and 
whatever the relative force of the argu 
ments for and against the plan, the 
idea of the cost of the enterprise at a 
time when the finances of the nation 
will be strained by the war effort, has 
led to a fairly general lack of enthus- 
iasm..
